Judge Kelly, of St. Paul, Grants 
Motion of Defendant Com­ 
pany in Carieton Case 


CARLETON SLED FOR $25,000 


And the Jury Brought in a Ver- 
divt for $5,150 hut the Court 
says he Cannot Recover 


Judge Kelly in the district court Sat­ 
urday granted the motion of the de­ 
fendant to direct a verdict in its favor 
notwithstanding the verdict of the jury, 
in the case of S. C. Carieton, a brake* 
man, against the Great Northern rail­ 
road, according to the Pioneer Press, 
When the case was tried the defendant 
asked the court to direct a verdict in its 
favor but the motion was denied and 
the jury brought in a verdict for $5,150 
-damages for the plaintiff. 
This is set 
aside by the order tiled Saturday by 
Judge Kelly. 
Carieton alleged negligence on the 
part of the defendant in not providing a 
perfect safe*‘*sill step * on one of its cars. 
He slipped, he alleged, either because 
the step was not on the car or because 
it was in imperfect condition. 
When 
the case was tried the plaintiff could 
not properly indentify the car except 
that it was of 60,(XX) pound capacity. 
Witnesses for th<* defense testified 
that he fell from car number 35,610 
which had been traced and found to be 
in excellent condition. 
The court charg­ 
ed the jury that if it found he fell from 
that car it should bring a verdict for 
the defendant. 
The court holds after 
a scrutiny of the records in the case 
that the plaintiff fell front that car and 
is not entitled to recover, 
Mr. Carieton sued the company for 
$25,000, The case will probably be tried 
again, and Mr, Carieton ’s many friends 
in this city would like to see him get 
something.

that it was of HO,OOO pound capacity.

The court charg­ 
ed the jury that if it found he fell from 
that car it should bring a verdict for 
the defendant. 
The court holds after

The 
Bailey’s had what they thought was a 
good tax title to the lands of the town­ 
site, but last year it was discovered that 
they had no title whatever, and that it 
had always been in the name of its origi­ 
nal owner. 
Even the lots which were 
sold to different persons wore irregular­ 
ly recorded and these purchasers also 
had no title. The present owner is now 
anxious to reinstall' the old place as a 
townsite and would gladly give the 
holders of lots a good title to them. 
W e are informed that many people 
arc attracted to old Crow Wing and that 
frequent excursions come there from 
Brainerd on a steam launch during the 
summer seasons. 
Steps have been taken to secure the 
establishment of a small saw mill at 
the mouth of the Crow Wing River, 
which is on tho opposite side of the 
Mississippi River from the old townsite, 
and also for the purchase of a ferryboat 
to be located there. 
The country on the west side of the 
Crow Wing river, immediately opposite 
the old town, is thickly settled with a 
good class of farmers, and they have 
cleared the land of the timber with 
which it was covered formerly, so that 
now it has the appearance of being a 
ll cultivated prairie.
